AN AWFUL LOSS OF LIFE 
WAS NARROWLY AVERTED 


That Death List Did Not Run Into Scores Seems Result of a 
Miracle--Entire Train Crashed Through Trestle 
Into Swamp.

Hiram, Ga., January 7—(Special Staff Correspondence).—One man scalded to death, two others 
fatally scallded, two passengers known to be fatally hurt, three more probably fatally injured and 
cighty-odd badly injured is the result of the most complete wreck ever known on the Southern road,

Florida” limited broke through a trestle and went tumbling down an embankment. 

That the train did not catch on fire and burn the imprisoned passengers to a crisp is the wonder 
of the day. 

Tonight what was the finest Pullman train which ever passed out of Cleveland, is half buried in 
the mud and slush of a Georgia swamp, the brightly burnished engine a mass of scrap iron, the solid 
vestibule train broken and battered, one car being broken exactly in half, every window broken out, 
and a useless pile of splintered splendor. 


THAT ANY ESCAPED DEATH IS HARD TO UNDERSTAND. 


How every one of the hundred-odd passengers escaped instant death is a mystery, and the fact 
that the passengers escaped immediate death made them positively happy. 

This train, which was due to arrive in Atlanta shortly after noon, left Chattanooga in charge of 
Conductor .Y. R. Norris, of Atlanta, and Engineer Jim Edwards, of Atlanta, the latter being the first 
to succumb, three hours later. . 

On the curve run between Dallas and Hiram, a distance of about five miles, and just below the 
point where the Seaboard, on-a high trestle, crosses the Southern tracks on the Chattanooga division, 
the awful wreck occurred.

The entire train was made up of Ohio people bound for a winter vacation amid the perfumes and | 


flowers ot Florida and Cuba. 


Just after the track crosses the Seaboard intersection it runs upon an embankment in the middle 
of which there is a trestle which spans the Copper Mine creek at a distance of ten feet in the air, with 
the embankment sloping away on either side for forty feet toa lowland of slime and mud. 

Just about 2:40 o'clock this train, late and running fast, hit the curve which is broken by the span 
over the creek. 

Reports vary as to how the accident occurred, but it is generally conceeded that the rails spread 
right after the engine crossed the treste. This giant mogul immediately left the track; the jar caused the 
trestle to break; the engine was turned over and fell up against an embankment, while the entire 
train of seven coaches either fell through the trestle or rolled over and over again down the embank- 
ment until the very bottom was reached. . 

The engine was left a battered mass of brass and iron across the track where it had butted into 
an embankment and stopped, while each of the coaches, from baggage-car to observation compart- 
ment, went down the embankment. 


THE PULLMAN “RADCLIFF” BROKE SQUARELY IN TWO. 


The car in the middle of the train, the “Radcliff,” was btoken squarely in half. Pullman Car 
Cyonductor H. R. Thamer, of Cleveland, was standing in the car and was catapulted into the air, land- 
ing in an open field, knee deep in mud and unhurt, while one half the car went down one embankment 
and the other half the other. : 

Luckily, in rolling down the embankment, the fire in the dining car, always the dangerous. source 
of,conflagration, fell with thé range toward the ground. This kept the coal in the range and it was 
soon flooded by Captain Wall, which kept the car from catching on fire. Not a single car was left

THIRTY DINERS-THROWN TO FRONT OF,THE CAR. 


In the dining car the escape from death was miraculous. It wast ilted at an angle which sent 
every one of the thirty diners, with the waiters, silverware, cut glass, food and all, to the lower end 
of the car, and they all had to leave-the car by crawling “up-hill” to a window. 

Back in the Pullman cars confusion reigned supreme. There were a number of children on board, 
many of them babies in arms, and with their cries of fright, for none were fatally hurt ior very seriously 
injured, added to the groans and cries of the frightened and injured. women and suffering men, the 
scene of the wreck was one which will never be forgotten by the helpless prisoners of the cars. 

To their injuries was added the horror that the train would catch on fire and they would be burned 
to death like rats in a ship. In a score or more.instances it was impossible for the passengers to 
leave the cars, either from injuries or being pinned under timbers. 

As quickly as possible word was sent to this place for help, and the wires were made to sing call- 


ing for aid from the countryside. Every physician for twenty miles was called to the wreck and 
special trains run to the wreck from Rome, Dalton and two from Atlanta. 


THOSE SLIGHTLY HURT SENT IN ON SEABOARD. 


The Seaboard Air Line train, which ran by in sight of the wreck, stopped and brought. many of 
the passengers to Atlanta. Only a half hundred were able to walk the distance of a quarter of a mile 
The others were, too badly hurt to make the trip. __. 

Then began the work of rescue. The first physicians to arrive attended to the scalded crew of 
the engine: Engineer Edwards was pinioned by his foot and had to be put under the influence of an 
opiate in order to extricate him, as he remained concious despite the fact that steam was scalding him 
to death. His brave plea for his leg to be cut off and save him from sealding made his rescuers 
break down and cry like babies. 

As quickly as possible the fatatly injured from the passenger coaches were rushed on the first 
wrecker to this place where their wounds were dressed and every effort was made to save them. En- 
gineer Edwards died shortly after arriving here, though the others were alive but sinking-when the 
“hospital train” left here for Atlanta. 


DOZEN DOCTORS ON SCENE AND WORK FOR THEM ALL, 


Other specials followed the “first wrecker” and soon there were a dozen doctors on the scene 
and there was work for all. They climbed down into the beaten and battered cars administering

WHEN RELIEF TRAFS CAME 
RESCUE WORK WAS RESUMED 

Shortly after 6 o'clock it arrived from 
Atlanta, a solid train of Pullmans and 
in charge of District Passenger Agent 
James Freeman, Traveling Passenger 
Agent McCMillan and others. 

By this time it was night, and big 
bonfires made of cross ties ploughed 
from the ground were built to light the 
workers on their way.

At least a score of 
people who never moved from the time 
the derailment occured until the ar- 
rival of the hospital crew were taken 
out of the cars by lantern light, 

Many were frightened into hysterics 
and the sight was most nerve-racking. 

After two or three repeated searches 
through the entire length of the derailed 
train was made the hospital train be- 
gan its homeward journey for Atlanta, 

The train stopped at Hiram, where 
the dead body of Engineer Edwards was 
taken aboad; the scalded bodies of Chief 
Engineer Snapp and Fireman Mose Bald- 
win ‘were ulaced in tthe baggage car, 
the other seriously injured were placed 
on improvised cots and ar record-break- 
ing run for Atlanta begun. 

The track is torn up for a double train 
length at ‘the scene of the wreck; traf- 
fic has been delayed continuously since 
and all Southern trains to Chattanooga 
are being routed by the Western and 
Atlantic line. It «will probably be open 
for travel tomorrow. 

In the creek, which marks the scene 
of the horror, there is in absolute waste 
a train equipment valued at $150,000 and 
a memory that will never be forgotten. 


Statement by Railroad. 
At 9 o'clock the following statement 
was given out from the office of Su- 
perintendent Norris: 


The thitd section of Southern train 
No. 6, the Chicago and Florida special, 
in charge of Conductor Y. R. Norris 
and Engineer Edwards, was de- 
railed three ,miles south of  Dal- 
las yesterday at 2:05 p. m, The train 
passed Dallas at 1:58. At the time of 
the accident which occurred on a treé- 
tle 200 yards long and about twelve 
feet high at the place of the accident 


the train was running at the speed of 
about thirty miles per hour, the low 
rate of speed being necessitated by the 
grade up which the train was running. 

The train consisted of six Pullman 
sleepers and a diner drawn by engine 
1285. The entire train, with the exeep- 
tion of the observation car, plunged 
over the trestle. There were eighty 
persons on the train, the greatest 
number of these being through passen- 
gers from Chicago, Erie and Cleveland 
en route to Florida. Forty of the pas- 
sengers were injured. Of these H. D. 
Knapp, assistant road foreman, was 
perhaps fatally injured. Master Me- 
chanic Shea han, who was reported 
fatally injured, was not injured. Su- 
perintendent E. E. Norris suffered 
several bruises and a .broken collage 
bone. Conductor Y. R. Norris, in 
charge of the train, e#caped Injury. 

A special Seaboard train brought 34 
of the injured to the city. The rest 
were brought on the relief train which 
was sent from Atlanta when the wreck 
was reported. Wires were torn away 
by the fall of the train and it was im- 
possible to get an early report,

GROSSCUP IS REINDICTED. 


Indictment Due to Central Illinois 
Wreck Near Charleston, Ills. 


Charieston, MIlls., January 7.—The 
Coles county grand jury, at a special 
session yesterday afternoon, reindicteda 
Judge Peter 8. Grosscup and other Chi- 
cago directors of the Central Illinois 
'Traction Company, as a result of the 
wreck near this city. The new indict- 
ments charge manslaughter, and in the 
cases of Judge Grosscup and other di- 
rectors the added charge of criminal 
negligence is made. The action of the 
prosecutor in strengtehening the indict- 
ments against the Chicago mén came as 
a surprise. It was generally believed 
the settlement of the damage 
cases against the company would re- 
sult in the indictments being quashed, 
Dut it ie now concefed the cases will 
be fought to a finish. The cases wil! 
be heard at the January term of the 
eireult court, which begins. next Mon- 
day. Judge Horton W. Thompson, of 
Danville, will preside. 


WEIRD SCENES AT STATION 
WHEN INJURED REACH CITY 


Two Relief Trains Met on Arrival in Atlanta by Many 
Ambulances, and Injured Passengers Taken 
to the City Hospitals. 


There was a weird and most pathetic, 
scene at the Terminal station last hight 
at 10:45 o'clock when the second relief 
train brought in the dead, dying and 
wountied from ithe scéne of the wreck. 

While the dead were taken from the 
train the wounded men and women were 
carried on litters ‘to amBulancés and cabs 
to get medical attention at hospitals and 
sanitariums. 

Where the train was sidetracked the 
lights were.dim, and the scene was made 
more weird because of the flickering 
lights of the cabs and other vehicles. 

Women iwere calling for their husbands 
and husbands for their wives as they 
became separated in the dark. 

Little children .were screaming with 


‘fright as they had been suddenly awak- 


ene from slumber. They were held in 
the arms of wounded fathers or mothers, 

From the train, by the uncertain glare 
of the féeble cab lights, men and wom- 
en hobbled from the coaches with their 
arms in slings and their heads in band- 
ages. Then would come strong-armed 
men bearing litters upon which lay the 
seriously wounded ones wh0Sse 
mingled with the wailing

In the coaches men who 
short while before’ been 
cound, were lying upon berths attended 
by physicians; women ‘were stretched 
upon pallets, who but a few hours pefore 
had been talking and laughing, filled 
with the pleasures of a happy outing. 

Railroad officials were ‘busy helping to 
assist the physicians and hospital corps. 
Policemen were keeping back the morbid 
and curious crowd. 

As one after another the ambulances 
were loadeg and the cabs were filled, 
they were driven off with orders to return 
as quickly as possible. 

The vehicles under special orders had 
been lined up along the side of the ex- 
itreme eastern track. 

One woman with her arm in 
was taken from a coach and 
erying out: 

“Don't take 
band.’’

‘From the depot’ into Madison avenue, 
down to Alabama’ street ,and thence to 
the hospitals, the ambulances and chops 
dashed, making one of the strangest pro- 
cessions ever witnessed in the city. 

It was all a wild, weird, sad sceme 
which had come to a gay party of pleas- 
ure seekers who had left their homes 
and firesides for a trip to the south, and 
who, in the midst of joy and happiness, 
had suddenly been plunged into suffer- 
ing, despair and death. 

When the relief train of the Sea- 


board consisting of an engine, a 
mail. car and a caboose, reached the 
old union depot a large crowd of peo- 
ple collected, as the report had 
spread that many had been killeg and 
wounded. A squad of police had been 
sent to the scene, and they kept the 
crowd away from the train. Four am- 
bulances were on hand and ready to 
convey the wounded to hospitals and 
sanitariums, but their services were not 
much needed. 

All except one lady were able to walk 
when assisted from the cars, and either 
walked to hotels or went to private san- 
itariums. 

The men and women had to be lifted 
from the cars, and much difficulty was 
experiencag when those in the mail car 
were taken out. Those who were the 
worst injured groaned when in the hands 
of the men who helped them to the 
ground. | 

The wounded were nearly all greatly 
excited. 

Expressions such as, “It was awtul,”’ 
“Oh, don’t mind me; I can get along,” 
“Don’t touch my foot,’ “Look out for 
my shoulder,’’ were heard from the in- 
jured as they were lifteg from the cars. 

The relief train had been run down to 
the Central avenue crossing, which was 
kept blocked while the wounded ones 
were tiaken off. ‘ 

In a short while the passengers from 
the ill-fated train had either been taken 


to hotels or hospitals and were placed 
die the care of physicians in cases 
where medical assistance was necessary.

AIN FROM FIRE 


Hiram, Ga., January 7.—(Special.j— 
Dining Car Conductor W. H. Wall, with 
apartments in the Lorraine in Atlanta, 
probably saved the wrecked train from 
being burned this afternoon by his quick 
though'fulness and still quicker action. 

As soon as the dining car rolled to

As the car broke in twain, one-half 
rolling down one side and the other half 
down thg other, Conductor Thamer was 
catapulted into the air, landing in a 
wet, marshy field, knee deep in mud and 
unhurt. 

‘“‘My train,” saig Conductor Thamer, 
‘was made up in Cleveland, and® had 
for (passengers people mainiy from 
Cleveland, Canton, Akron and _ other 
neighboring towns. We had a solid Pull- 
man tr@in from engine to observation 
ear. In addition to the baggage car 
and handsome diner we hai the ‘Sax- 
ony, the ‘Radcliffe,’ which broke in two, 
‘the ‘Alamo,’ the “Triumph,’ the ‘Nopon- 
sit’ and the observation car. 

“TI was in the ‘Radcliffe’ twhen the 
wreck occurred. As this handsome and 
heavy car broke I was shot into the 
air and landed in a marshy cornfield, 
unhurt. It was a most miraculous ¢s- 
cape. Tonight my train, which was one 
of the handsomest ever run out ot 
Cleveland, is a wreck and ruin, and the 
people I brought out of the north to 
visit the sunny south, some of them will 
De marked for life. They came fer a 
frolic and look what ‘they get.” 


‘HIRAM WRECK” IN LEAD 
IN POINT OF MIRACLES 


Hiram, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)—vThe 
members of the wrecking crew at work 
to clear the track tonight declare that 
the “Hiram wreck’ will easily tane i.e 
lead for all wrecks ever witnessed in 
the south, in the point of miracles. 

That every person on board was not 
either killed, burned or crippled for 
ife is mavyelous. 

The wreck ocurred in what is  de- 
clared to be ‘a double curve,’’ and i8 
one of the most peculiar points in the 
construction of the Southern road be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga. 

The fact that the engine remained 
across the track while all of the cars 
rolled down the embankment or broke 
through the trestle is pronounced won- 
derful. 

The cars are a helpless and battered 
wreck. The steel rails are torn and 
twisted like a woman's hair pin, and 
one juts clear through a Pullman car 
fifty feet away from the track. 


One of the Pullman cars, in rolling 


I found the kitchen not on fire I turned 


fire. 

“As this was the only fire outside the 
engine, and the engihe was on the 
track, there avas, then, no, chance for a 
fire. But the women’ thought they 
would be burned up ‘before help could 
reach us. As soon as this fright passed 
away they made themselves comforta- 
ble and waited the coming of aid. Thir- 
ty people in the car, everything flying 
about and no one killed is certainly a 
record.”’ 

The dining car was among the last 
to be cleared of injured persons. Mrs. 
Emma Hoover was in this car, and was 
probably the worst hurt of those in the 
wreck. 

None of the cooks Were seriously hurt, 
but all received some burns and bruises, 
as did the waiters in the car. 

This dining car is now a mass of 
ruins, while yesterday it was one of 
the prettiest cars in the service. Equip- 
ped throughout with electric lights it 
furnished the only light on the train 
after dark. The car was wrecked, but 
the batteries, continued to feed.

ALABAMA RATES 


Federal Court Order Has Ef- 
fect of Keeping Charges 
Stationary. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 7.—(Speciai.) 
That there can be no reductions in 
freight charges with the restraining or- 
ders of the federal court in force is 
further shown by the action of the rail- 
road commission in refusing to allow the 
Louisville and Nashvile railroad to lower 
la rate on coke from Gadsden to Afnis- 
ton. Secretary Kennedy had allowed the 
rate to be lowered some days ago, but 
the commission thought that it could not 
consistently be done, in view of other 
rulings. At the same time the action 
of the secretary of refusing to allow re- 
ductions on canned goods from Auburn 
to Montgomery was ratified. 

This situation has caused mkh com- 
ment in the state. It may be said just 
here, in the way ‘of information, that 
the orders of the court do not prevent 
the approval of reduction, but do make 
it impossible to raise any that may be 
or may have been lowered. This ren- 
ders it unsafe to let any reduction in 
particular case be made because, it {s 
contended, such action may result in a 
discrimination at some other point that 
cannot then be rectified. The orders of 
the count are that no action can be taken 
that will reduce the revenue of any road 
a party to the raté litigation. Thus it 
will not be possible to either raise or 
lower rates on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville lines, the Central of Georgia or 
the Western of Alabama until decision 
is Teached in the courts.

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GRAPHIC STORY OF WRECK 


BY JACOB 


ROTH, OF ERIE 


Jacob Roth and wife, of £#rie, Pa., 

were two of the passengers on the 
train wrecked near Dallas yesterday 
afternoon who were brought to At- 
lanta and carried to the Piedmont 
hotel. At the hotel Mr. Roth gave the 
following graphic description of the 
wreck: 

“We left Cleveland Monday at 12:25 
o'clock in the afternoon on the ex- 
cursion train which the Big Four runs 
annually to Florida and Cuba under 
the personal supervision of D. J. Coll- 
ver, general passenger agent. There 
were about 300 persons going to Flor- 
ida and Cuba from points in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and other neighboring 
points, and the special train was di- 
vided into three sections. My wife and 
I were on the third section, which was 
fated to meet the disastrous wreck of 
this afternoon. 

“The third section was made up of 
the engine, with a traveling engineer 
in addition to the regular engineer 
and fireman, three Pullman cars next 
to the engine, and three other Pull- 
mans making up the remainder of the 


train. 
Car Takes a Piunge. 

“About 2 o'clock this afternoon my 
wife and I had returned from dinner 
in the dining car to our car immediate- 
ly ahead of it. We were seated in the 
middle of the coach, and I had put up 
my feet on the seat in front of me and 
was just beginning to doze off, though 
not asleep, when I heard a grinding 
noise and the breaking of glass. The 
moment our car had taken a 
plunge, and we brought up with a 
fearful shock. All was as. still as 
death for a moment, and then we heard 
the wailing cry of a mother for her 
children. Then ensued a scene of the 
wildest confusion. Dust was fiying, our 
ear had broken in the middle and the 
roof had come down upon us, and a 
broken rail had been thrust with ter- 
rific force through the bottom of the 
car, tearing up everything before it. 
Fortunately, no one was in the path of 
this rail, and none were crushed by the 
two halves of the collapsed roof of the 
car. 

“My wife and I must have been in- 
stanmtly killed had I not had the pres- 
ence of mind as soon as I heard the 
grinding noise and crash which fore- 
warned me of an accident to act quick- 
lv. I jerked her from the seat and 
thrust her on the floor between the 
two seats, and crouched as low as I 
could over her, getting as much shel- 
ter and protection from the seats as I 
could. Of course, I did not know what 
would happen, but acted instinctivel#. 
It happened to~-be the thing which 
saved our lives. Had we remained in 
our seats, the roof of the car would

have crushed us to death. As it was, 
my wife had her ankle badly sprained 
by having it pinned down by a piece 
of broken timber, and. some of the 
wreckage of the roof struck me in the 
middle.of the back, painfully bruis- 
ing it. 

“Our car was broken in half, and we 
made our escape from it by going out 
of the broken sides, each end of the 
ear being tilted up. 


Fearfal Sight Greeted Us. 


“A fearful sight greeted us when we 
got outside in the muck and mud 
which covered the bottom of the gully 
which was spanned by the bridge 
which had collapsed with the train. 
The engine and the Pullman next to it 
had crossed the bridge, the engine 
turned over on its side and the Pull- 
man next to it was turned over and 
thrown across the track. The second 
Pullman was listed on its side and 
half-way down the embankment of the 
gulch, the third Pullman—éur car—was 
broken in half and at the bottom of the 
gulch, as were the dining car and fhe 
two Pullmans following it, and the 
last Pullman remained on the track of 
the far side of the bridge. 

“T gave such assistance as I could in 
helping the injured, after having placed 
my wife in safety, and her friend, Mrs. 
Dp. D. Kelsey, of Erie, Pa., who had 
injured her leg and received a severe 
cut in the back. 

“The bridge, or trestle, was ground 
to fragments, and was piled up about 
the cars lying at the bottom of the 
gulch. Had fire started, it must have 
instantly burned up the wreck like 
tinder. 

“Surveying the wreck from several 
positions, it appeared to me little short 
of a miracle that a single person of 
the 120 on the train escaped death. 

“A Seaboard Air Line freight train 
was crossing the overhead bridge which 
spans the Southern bridge just as we 
crossed the bridge at a 25-mile per 
hour clip. The train crew witnessed 
the accident, stopped, and made up an 
emergency train consisting of a bag- 
gage car and caboose, to bring the in- 
jured and such passengers as cared to 
come to Atlanta. 


Regular Engineer Dying. 


“The regular engineer of the train 
was in a dying condition when we left 
the scene of the wreck, and there were 
a number of people seriously injured 
who were left at the place. I saw one 
little boy with one ear completely torn 
off, and nearly every one on the train 
was either bruised or cut-to a greater 
or lesser degree. 

“I heard that the traveling engineer 
had not been accounted for, and that 
his body was supposed to be under the 
overturned engine. T’\is report had 
not been corrected when we left the 
scene of the wreck,. and the regular 
engineer was almost in the throes of 
death. As nearly,as I can calculate it, 
about. twenty-five persons were in- 
jured.” 


CREIGHTON DESCRIBES 
SCENE IN DINING CAR 


R. P. Creighton, of Ashtabula, Ohio, 
the scene of that great death-dealing 
wreck in (876 when over one hundred 
lives were snapped out in the twin- 
kling of an eye, was sitting in the 
front end of the dining car with R. W. 
Griswald, his son-in-law, when the 
wreck came. 

“Somehow dinner was late,” said Mr. 
Creighten, “and every one was hungry. 
On the first call there was a rush for 
the car. My wife and daughter, Mrs. 
Griswald, and I got into the dining 
room, but my son-in-law was cut out, 
After we had had dinner, I carried the 
ladies back to our car. It was third 
from the last, I think. We had oppo- 
site sections. After the crowd had 
somewhat thinned out, Mr. Griswald 
went to the car for dinner, and 1 went 
with him. We took the very front ta- 
ble on the righthand side. | was sit- 
ting next the window and Mr. Griswald 
next the aisle. On the opposite side 
of the table there was a young couple. 
The waiter had just served one of the 
party and was standing near the table. 


Heard Dishes Clattering. 


“Suddenly I heard something like 
dishes clattering and happened _ to 
glance up at the waiter. I shall never 
forget the expression on that colored 
man's face. He was looking out of the 
window. We were, if I'm not mistaken, 
making a curve. But in less time than 
I am telling it the car was going over 
on my side with the front end down. 
It struck me then that that waiter had 
seen through the window that we were 
In a wreck. Anyhow, ina second I was 
down in the corner of that eating’ car, 
and if there was a dish that didn’t drop 
on me I don't Know it. Then, too, very- 
body in that car, and it was mighty near 
full. was piled on me. Some one had 
a boot heel in my face. I thought it 
Wwas all up. 

“T tried to rise, but couldn't lift the 
weight on me, it was too much. I call- | 
ed to Griswald to help me, and I call- 
ed.to the porter; but, 
came, it was over, and the second the 
car settled those on top of me began 
getting to their feet—those that could. 
Some had to be helped. Finally Gris- 
wald and the waiter—lI'd like to meet 


that negro, for he’s a hero, sure—had | 


me on my feet. It seemed to me that 
every one was smeared with blood. 
Blood was coming down my face pret- 
ty freely, and I knew I was hurt. How 
much, I hadn't the slightest idea. I 
saw, too, that Griswald was hurt. 


“We both thought of our wives and 
getting out of the car as fast as we 
could. I can't really ttell you how we 
did get out—we made our way back to 
the sleeper. That was standing across 
the track like and was atan angle. But 
as we got there we mer Mrs. Creight- 
ton and my daughter. Neither were hurt, 
apart from some bruises that are grow- 
ing more painful every hour, as bruises 
will, you know. The porter had helped 
them through a window.” 

Mrs. Creighton Talks. 


“My daughter and I were sitting in the 
seat about the middle of the car,’ said 
Mrs. Creighton, “when my attention was 
drawn to a scraping noise. I thought 
it ‘was (putting on the brakes. Tat 
noise always jars my nerves. But in an 
instant I saw my daughter thrown for- 
ward, but before I could reach out to 
catcm her, as I intemded to do, I found 
myself vaulting in the same direction. 
There was a creaking and a cracking of 
timbers, and in a second I knew we were 
in a wreck. It was over, however, before 
we could think, and as the car settled 
we looked around, to find the other 0oc- 
cupants of the car jostled about in the 
same way. Almost before we knew it 
the negro portor openeq a window and 
began drawing us out. No, I'm not much 
hurt, except the bruises on my hip. My 
daughter is hurt in about the same way. 
Of course, I shall be sore tomorrow.”’

Washington, Jamuery 7.—The financ‘al 
bill, which has been for some time in 
preparation py leading reqarblican mem- 
bers of the senate committees on finance, 
was today printed and given to fhe pub- 
lie. 

The bill provides for an additional issue 
of bank circulation, which shall at no 
time exceed $250,000,000 mpon bonds 
other than those issued by the govern- 
ment, including state and municipal 
bonds in approved cases. 

The comptroller of currency is gfven 
discretion in the issuance of the pro- 
poseg currency and is authorized to de- 
cide as to the time and the amount to 
be ewardel to any banking institution. 
it is grovided ‘that the increased citcu- 
lation shall in no case exceed 75 per 
‘cent of the value of bonds deposited. 

Aldrich Introduces Bill. 

Senator Aldrich introduced the 6111 in 
the senate soon after that body convened 
today. Following are the first three sec- 
tions of ithe bill: 

‘That any national banking essociation 
which has ciroulating notes outstanding, 
geocured by the deposit of United States 
bonds to an amount of not less than 50 
per cent of its capital stock, and mhich 
has a surplus of not less than 20 per 
cent, may make application to the comp- 
troller of the currency for authority to 
issue additional circulating notes to be 
securag by the deposit of bonds other 
than bonds of the United States.

“Gection 2. That the.treasury of the 
United States, with the approval of the 
secretary of the treasury, may ‘accept 
as security for the additional circulat- 
ing notes provided for Th the preceding 
section, bonds or other interest-bearing 
obligations of any state of the United 
States or any legally authorized bonds 
issued for municipal purposes by any 
city or county for a period of fifteen 
years, and which for @ period of ten 
years previous to such deposit has not 
defaulted in the payment/of any part 
of either principal or interest or any 
funded debt authorized to be contracted 
by it, and which has at such date more 
than 20,000 inhabitants as established 
by the last census and whose net in- 
debtedness does not exceed 10 per 
centum of the valuation of the taxable 
property therein, to be ascertained by 
the last preceding valuation of proper- 
ty for the assessment of taxes, Or the 
first mortgage bonds of any railroad 
company, not including street railway. 
bonds, which has pala dividends of not 
less than 4 per centum per annum regu- 
larly and continuously on its entire 
capital stock for a period of not less 
than five years previous to the deposit 
of the bonds. The treasurer of the 
United States, with the approval of the 
secretary of the treasury, may accept 
for the purpose of this act securities 
herein enumerated in euch proportions 
as he may from time to time degermine, 
ang he may at any time require the 
deposit of additional security or require 
any association to change the character 
of the security already on deposit. 

“Sec. 3. That all bonds deposited ta 
secure circulating notes issued in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this act 
shall be transferred to the treasurer of 
the United States in trust for the as- 
sociation depositing them, with a 
memorandum to that effect attached 
to, or written, or printed on each bond 
and signeg by the cashier or some other 
officer of the association making the 
deposit. A receipt shall be given to the 
association by the comptroller of the 
currency or by a clerk authorized by 
him for that purpose stating that such 
bond fs held in trust for the association 
on whose behalf the transfer is made 
and as security for the redemption and 
payment of any circulating notes that 
have been or may be delivered to such 
association. No assignmént or transfer 
of any such bond by the treasurer shall 
be deemed valid unless countersigned 
by the comptroller of the currency. The 
provisions of the sections 5,163, 5,164, 
5,165, 5,166 and 5,167 of the revised 
statutes respecting United States bonds 
deposited to secure Circulating, notes 
shall, except as herein modified, be ap- 
plicable toa aH bonds deposited under 
the terms of this e«ect.”’ 

Additions to the Law. 


The remaining portions of the Dill 
consist of additions to the existing law. 
These additions provide for a tax on 
the average amount of such notes of a 
bLank’s circulation as are based on the 
deposit of bonds other than bonds of 
the United, States, provision, being made 
in this section for a tax on notes se- 
cured by Panama canal bonds amount- 
ing to one-fourth of one per cent, each 
half-year on notes secured by 2 per 
cent. bonds. 

Associations having on deposit bonds 
bearing interest at a higher rate than 
2 per centum per annum are required 
to pay a tax ofwrne-half per cent each 
half year on notes thus secured. 

A monthly tax of one-half of J per 
cent is imposed upon the average 
amount of notes issued on bonds other 
than bonds of the United States and 
monthly returns under oath are requireg 
of an association to show the average 
monthly amount of notes so secured in 
circulation. Exempting United States 
bonds called for redemption by the 
secretary of the treasury it is permitted 
by the bill that national banking as- 
scciations may withdraw their bonds 
held fon circulation security by the de- 
posit of lawful money to a proportion- 
ate amount. 

Engraving of Notes. 


Provision is made for the engraving 
of suitabic notes in convenient denomi- 
nations. These notes are to state upon 
their face that they will be redeemed 
upon presentation. at the treasury de- 
partment, and they are required also 
to express upon their face the promise 
of the association receiving them to pay 
cn demand. Circuiating notes in blank 
tc a certain amount may, upon re. 
quest, be prepared by the gevrnment 
and placed for an association in a con- 
venient eubtreasury and be held Yor 
that association subject to the order 
of the comptroller of the currency. 

A section of the bill provides that 
“cfrculating notes of national b@hkine 
associations when presented to the 
treasury for redemption as provided tn 
section 3 of the act approved June 20, 
1874, shall be redeemed in Iawful money 
of tife United States.” 

The bfl also requires “that national 
banking associations located outside of 
reserve or central reserve cities, which 
are now required by¥ law to keep a re- 
serve equal to 15 per cent of their de- 
posit liabilities, shall hereafter hold at 
all times at least two-thirds of such re- 
serve in lawful money.’’

Gld Negro Woman, After Being

Mount Sterling, Ala., January 7.— 
(Special.)—On the second night of Jan- 
uary, at 7 o'clock, about one mile 
south of Pennington, Ala. a’ negro 
named Orthellos DuBose went to the 
home of an old negro woman and 
knocked on the door. A negro girl, 
aged 7, opened the door for him. 

Orthellos threw the girl on the floor 
and cut her throat. He then turned 
and shot the negro woman, who was 
about 70 years of age, and she fell in 
the fire. 

The house caught fire about 2 o'clock 
that night; and it is thought that it 
caught from her clothing. The next 
morning two charred bodies were 
found in the ashes of the house. 

Not satisfied with this, DuBose went 
about a mile south of that place and 
waylaid and shot J. H. Hodges, one of 
the leading men of this county. The 
first shot missed, but the next took 
effect near his heart, and death fol- 
lowed almost instantly. The negro then 
went to his father’s house. 

When the officers went to arrest him 
there next morning he resisted, but 
was overpowered and tied by his

EMPEROR WILL BE GRACIOUS.

Francis Joseph Will Pardon Many 
Military Shirkers. 

Washington, January 7.—The Austro- 
Hungarian embassy in Washington has 
received an official communication in re- 
gard to the amnesty decreed by Francis 
Joseph I, emperor of Austria and king 
of Hungary in commemoration of the 
beginning of the sixtieth year of his 
reign. 

This amnesty {ts extended to all. olti- 
zens of Austria-Hungary and Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, who, being under military 
obligations, have been declared deserters 
on account of nomobservanece of enroll- 
ment call. It has no effect, however, on 
those who have practically deserted the 
army or navy while performing activ 
military duty. For ‘the latter special ap- 
peals for clemency can be recommended. 

Those wishing to be included in the 
amnesty are requireg to present them- 
selves personally to the local military 
or civilian authorities in Austria-Hin- 
gary and Bosnia-Herzegovina, respec- 
tively, hetween December 23, 1907-09. 

In order to give better protection in 
case of arrest and as a means of tne 
identification, ‘the Austro-Hungarian @on- 
sular officers in the United States will 
issue documents of identification to those 
who wish ito profit Hy this amnesty. 
Upon application the Austrian-Hunga- 
rian consular officers will provide such 
persons with detailed information on the 
subject. ° 


LARGEST YACHT IN WORLD. 


W. Harry Brown Is to Be the Owner 
of It. 

New, York, January 7.—W. Harry 
Brown is to build the largest three-miast- 
ed fore am} aft schooner yacht in the 
world. It is to have auxiliary engines 
and is designed for a tour which Mr.

The trip as now planned 
includes a Yvoyage up the Amazon and 
a thorough explonation of several of the 
island growps of the south Pacific. The 
trip will ithen extend to oriental water- 
ways and across the Atlantic, the entire 
voyage requiring three years.

THE MOUNT ROYAL IS SAFE. 


Long Overdue Vessel Steams Slowly 
Into Queenstown. 


Queenstown, January 7.—The long 
Overdue steamer Mount Royal steamed 
Slowly into Queenstown today and the 
news of her safety was received with 
gladness in shipping circles. She had 
not been heard from in many days, 
having been last reported off the Lizard 
December i0, and watch was being kept 
for her on both sides of the Atlaniic 
and as far south as Bermuda. 

The Mount Royal belongs to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railways, Atlantic ser- 
vice. She left Antwerp December 7 for 
St. John, N. B. She had on board 300 
Hungarian emigrants and a crew of 
about 100 men. 

She was first definitely sighted off 
Old Head of Kinsale, 16 miles west of 
this port, early today. She was then 
proceeding slowly under her own steam 
and signaled that she was coming in 
here. She declined the help of a tug 
that was sent out to assist her, and 
came in alqgne. Trouble with her boil- 
ers was the reason the Mount Royal 
had to put back. 

She is at best a slow boat, and short- 
ly after leaving the British coast she 
encountered a series of violent gales. 
She battled with the heavy weather for 
a fortnight, until Christmas eve, when 
sérious trouble with her boilers de- 
veloped. The weather was such that 
the captain reluctantly decided it was 
best to make for the Irish coast. Conse-

REPAVE DECATUR AND MARIETTA STREETS. 


The announcement by Mayor Joyner of his vigorous policy toward the 
paving and repairing of the city streets draws attention to the action of the 
fourth ward citizens with regard to Decatur street and to the recommenda- 
tions of Superintendent of Public Works Collier covering both that thor- 
oughfare and Marietta street. 

Following the publication of Superintendent Collier’s report, representa- 
tive citizens of the fourth ward assembled at the home of Councilman Pearce 
and formulated emphatic resolutions with regard to the repaving of Decatur 
street. A portion of these resolutions read:

The commendable pldn to rehabilitate Decatur street, now that the 
saloon and the dive have ceased to obstruct its development, should be based 
first on a thorough repaving from Peachtree to the corporate limits. Surely, 
council cannot ignore the petition of the citizens most directly affected by 
the thoroughfare’s almost impassable condition. 

Of hardly less importance is the recommendation of the latter official 
for the resurfacing of Marietta street. Conditions there are as aggravated 
as those on Decatur. 

These two thoroughfares are the main arteries of traffic east and west, 
as Peachtree and Whitehall are north and south. They feed the tributary 
streets reaching on either side to all parts of the city. 

The matter is of too great moment, as Mayor Joyner indicates, to permit 
conflicting laws and authority to handicap its adjustment. It is incumbent 
upon council to simplify the situation with a minimum of delay.

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CURB THE HOLDING COMPANY.

The so-calied “holding company,” which is rapidly becoming the chief 
piece of machinery in the modus operandi of high finance, has been brought 
uncomfortably for itself, at least, into the limelight of publicity, as the result 
of the Seaboard Air Line's recent failure, and there are gratifying prospects 
of its being made the subject of curbing legislation. 

The interstate commerce commission has taken hold upon the “holding 
company,” and commended it to the earnest, early and active consideration 
of congress. 

Organized in one state, usually with a nominal capital or one inadequate- 
ly representing the great interests involved, the “holding company” sets 
itself up to direct and contro] the securities or the finances of a large railway 
corporation whose life is given it by -a wholly different and often distant 
state. 

The possibilities of manipulation, of stock-watering and of defeating com- 
petition in sich arrangements as this are wholly beyond the conception of 
the layman to whom complicated security issues are a puzzle and high 
finance is a mystery about as clear as a London fog. 

Take the Georgia case of the ownership of the Central of Georgia by the 
Southern through a holding committee which piloted it safely through the 
tortuous technicalities of the law, only to be compelled to give up the ship 
on the rising rock of public opinion. 

This particular instance has disappeared, if, as reported, the Harriman 
interests have acquired the Central—which may or may not be true. And 
incidentally, right here, it is not out of place to inquire what has become 
of the order of the railroad commission to ascertain where that ownership 
really lies? 

Beside the Seaboard, other notorious examples are found in the cases of 
the Atlantic Coast Line and the Rock Island systems, whose holding compa- 
nies control the finances of an aggregate of 22,000 miles of railway. 

As unfortunate as must be the receivership of the Seaboard, it will be 
s that it has at least served to call widespread national atten- 
tion to the manifest and possible evils of the “holding company,” as a result 
of which; along with specific investigation of the Seaboard’s failure, will come 
inquiry by the interstate commerce commission into this institution of manip- 
ulation and stock jobbing, leading, it is to be hoped, to remedial federal 
legislation. 

It is possible to nrocure for any railroad company a board of directors 
thoroughly capable of conducting its business and financial] management. 
The only object of the holding company, therefore, must be evasion of the 


law. ° ; 

One of the main purposes in extending the powers of the interstate com- 
merce commission was to eliminate the dishonest system of high finance 
through which the public suffers, both in the exaction of excessive rates and 
in the depreciation of such securities as they hold, by reason of watered stocks 
and inflation. 

If the evils of the “holdjug company” cannot be reached and eliminated 
through such powers as have been given, it is clearly and unmistakably the 
duty of congress to enact without delay the necessary laws which will make 
that elastic and evasive institution subject to remedial control, or put it 
altogether out of business ag a concern Wholly useless except for getting 
around the law. 

The interstate commerce commission has well called the attention of 
congress to this growing incubés.

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AN APPEAL FOR HELP 


Editor Constitution: Without calling the 
name, I want to state a case which I know 
will appeal to the good people of Atlanta. 
Any, one who wishes to look into the matter 
can do s0 by calling at the Tabernacle in- 
firmary and asking for the superintendent. 
The case is that of a boy 14 years of age, as 
bright and promising a lad mentally and 
morally as one ordinarily sées. 
| A few weeks ago he was found in the aims 
house, sent there from the Grady hospital, 
where he had been for some mosths because 
there was thought to be no hope for him. 
He had neither father,. mother, nor friends to 
care for him. One day some of Atlanta’s 
g0od wonien passed through the place, saw 
the boy and got interested in him, and later 
appealed to us at the infirmary to know if 
something could not be done for him. We 
sent a physician to examine him, which re- 
sulted in his being brought to the infirmary 
where he was put under the treatment of Dr. 
Michae] Hoke for a very serious disease of 
the hip. 

After a thorough examination and treat- 
ment for some weeks, the .doctor, whose ser- 
vices are gratis, advises that he believes 
that there is good reason why the boy should 
be cured, though it will take many months 
and the very best attention. 

Everybody that has seen the boy has be- 
come attached to him. The infirmary has 
placed the boy in one of its best private 
rooms with a back porch, where he can have 
the benefit of outdoor air, and the richest 
and most nutricious form of diet furnished. 
This is arranged for as long a time as the 
treatment recuires. 

Of course this will entail an immense ex- 
pense, as the infirmary hag only a limited 
number of these privata rooms from which 
to obtain funds to help care for its charity 
work. and it will take; at the least calcula- 
tion $600 in cash, besides care and attention 
that will be required to effect his cure. This 
will not include his medicine and apparatus, 
which will be very expensive. Altogether, it 
is very reasonable to expect that it will take 
$1,000 to put the boy on his feet and able 
to care for himeelf. 

When this is done some friends have al- 
ready agreed to give him an education in 
some good business college that will prepare 
him for life. 

I fee] that there are plenty of good people 
in Atlanta that are able and willing to help 
us in this effort. If the infirmary did not 
have so many cases almost as bad and cer- 
tainly as helpless as this, it would not be #0 
hard for us, but we have been overtaxed in 
our treatment for the poor this past year, 
At present we are $1,500 behind in the chari- 
ty account after raking and scraping al! we 
can, 

I have never known Atlanta’s good, hu- 
manitarian spirit to fail under such circum- 
stances, and I want to Tay this case especial- 
ly on the hearts of all who have been spared 
such affliction fer themselves and their fami-

Our grand jury, recently adjourned, recom- 
mended that an inebriate asylum be built and 
that the state take up the matter at once. 
God speed the day when it will be done, for 
never was one needed as it is now. 

Dr. W. B. Parks has been trying for years 
to get the city and state interested in this 
noble work. He even tried to have an annex 
built at the Grady hospital and did get sub- 
scriptions to the amount of several hundred 
dollars, but as he could not get the support 
of the city council he could not do anything 
in the matter. If the people of Atlanta only 
knew how he has studied this subject, how 
he has given valuable time and money, not 
to mention patience, to these sufferers, they 
would come to his aid. It was like one man 
fighting a whole army when we think of 
the odds against him. In spite of it all he 
has done much good amongst them. Without 
treatment to counteract the terrible craving 
for drink some cannot quit it, for I have 
seen it tried time and again. 

I am afraid our asylum at Milledgeville 
will be full to overflowing with both men 
and women, for T blush to say there are 
many inebriates among my own sex. 

In conclusion let me beg our governor and 
representatives in the legislature, our min- 
isters and all influential people in the state 
to give some thought and attention to’ this 
important question immediately. For it {s 
now that we need it; not six months or a 
year. hence, but now. For to some the denial 
of such treatment will be like rescuing a 
drowning man and leaving him to starve. 
When they have drank for years their sys- 
tems are so thoroughly potsoned with alcohol 
they will easily fall a prey to diseases of all 
kinds and often end in death. Total ab- 
stinence does not cure the craving Tor drinl.

He had the bill 
read to the senate, and announced that 
the committee would be glad to consider 
in connection with it all bills that sen- 
ators might desire to introduce.

He wanted the sen- 
ate to pass a resolution directing the 
committee on the judiciary to report at 
the earliest convenient day a bill pro- 
viding that all intoxicating liquors 
transported into any state or territory 
or remaining therein for use shall, upon 
arrival within the borders of such state, 
or “before or after delivery to the con- 
signee be subject to the operation of 
all state laws enacted in the exercise 
of police powers to the same extent 
as though such liquors had been pro- 
duced within the state or territory, and 
shall not be exempt by reason of being 
introduced in original packages or other- 
wise.”’ 

His resolution also instructed the com- 
mittee to report whether or not con- 
gress has the constitutional right to 
pass a bill prohibiting the transpora- 
tion of IHiquors from state, counties or 
municipalities where such liquors are 
legally sold into states, counties or mu- 
nicipalities where local option or pro- 
hibition prevails. 

Upon objection by Senator Nelson the 
resolution was allowed to go over until 
the next meeting of the senate.

IT MAY BE STRICKEN OUT 


Argument Is Made That It Would 
Give Excellent Opportunity for * 
the Banks to Juggle With 
Railroads as They 
Pleased. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washingtor, D. C., January 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The financial bill providing for 
an emergency curreficy, which was in- 
troduced by Senator Aldrich today and 
referred to tW¥e committee on finance, is 
certain to meet with very vigerous op- 
position. 

The bill provides for an emergency i8- 
sue limited to $250,000,000, and subject 
to a tax of 6 per cent while outstand- 
ing. Applications by banks for. this 
emergency currency must be approved by 
the comptroller of the currency. The 
treasurer of the United States and the 
secretary of the treasury shall approve 
the kind and amount of security offered, 
This security may be either state, coun- 
ty, municipa] or first mortgage railroad 
bonds. 

Particular objeciion is made to the in- 
clusion of railroad bonds in iue list of 
approved securities, even at 75 per cent 
of their value. It was learned later to- 
day that so much opposition had imme- 
diately developed on this point that 
railroad bonds wvuld probably be strick- 
en from the bill when reported from the 
comnmittee. It was pointed out that 
this provision placed the credit of na- 
tional banks and unimpeached business 
houses below that of railroads. whicn 
may be in the hands of stock jugglers. 

Cotton Certificates Barred. 

Banks cannot put up cotton ware- 
house certificates at three-fourths or 
even one-half of their value; they can- 
not rediscount their customers’ paper, 
gilt-edge though it may be; an@ thus 
convert bank credits into a liquid me- 
dium of exchange; they cannot make 
such arrangements with the treasury in 
times of-great emergency that they 
now make with the banks in which their 
reserves are placed jn normal times. 

Under this bill the nationa] banks can 
buy up railroad stock and secure 75 per 
cent of their value from the government, 
The railroads and the treasury are thus 
brought closer together. There are thus 
offered treeiendous possibilities for the 
railroad stock gamblers to use the 
funds in the national treasury to pro- 
mote schemes of stock manipulation. 
The-mere fact that the bonds can be 
used as a basis for currency issues 
gives them a value. not jnherent in 
the bonds themselves. The secretary of

F Offictals of the Georgia railroad, who 


are petitioning the railroad commission 
for permission to take off a couple of

A dozen citizens or more, living be- 
tween Atlanta and Conyers, and who are 
engaged in business in Atlanta, appear-

request. Beside they brought with them 
a petition signed by l'l0 citizens who 
use this train, to the same purport. 


A. M. Brand, of Lithonia, and E. lb. 
Sutton, of Clarkston, were the spokes- 
men for the protesting party. ‘They set 


forth the fact that the removal of this 
| train, which had been operated daily, 
;except Sunday, for the last ten years, 
would necessitate the abandonment Dy 
many of them of theér homes and their 
removal to Atlanta, where they are 
employed. Such an act, they claimed, 
would amount to confiscation, a thing 
of which the Georgia railroad itself has 
frequently complained. 

Mr. Sutton said that Clarkston was 
built up by the Georgia railroad, and 
that it sold building lots to the people 
there on the understanding that they 
were to be given continuous accommo- 
dation trian service. Moving up of the 
Covington train to 5 o'clock, he said, 
would not answer the purpose, as it 
would necessitate these people, many OF 
them, getting up at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and often waiting in the cold 
and wet.. Among them are not a few 
women and children. 

Superintendent W. S. Brand, of the 
rfilroad, stated that the road had found 
it impossible to make both the Coving- 
ton and the Conyers train pay. So far 
as the convenience of the passengers 
was concerned, he said, he thought it 
would be best to take off the Conyers 
train, and, therefore, suggested it rather 
than the Covington train. 

The commission has taken the matter 
under advisement, and will render ‘a 
decision in the course of a few days.

COMMITMENTS 
WERE DIRECTED 


Last ‘Act Performed Which 
Sends Greene and Gaynor 
to Prison. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga, January 
7.—(Special.)—The last act of the 
United States court. required to send 
Greene and Gaynor to the federal pen 
transpired in the Macon court this 
morning: when Judge Emory Speer 
made the mandate of the United States 
circuit court of appeals the order of 
his own court and directed commit- 
ments to issue remanding the two men 
to the Atlanta penitentiary. The two 
men were not present in court this 
niorning when the mandate was up for 
disposition. They remained in prison. 
Assistant District Attorney Alex 
Akerman represented the government 
in securing the commitments. 

The term of four years each will be- 
gin to run when the two men are turn- 
ed over to the warden of the peniten- 
tiary. The long imprisonment that has 
accompanied the fight of the two men 
will count nothing in their terms un- 
less some credit is given in the future. 
They are also held under fines of $575,- 
749.90 each imposed by the court in 
addition to the service in the peni- 
tentiary. The question has often béen 
asked, whether the prisoners will ever 
pay these large sums. A pauper’s affi- 
davit will meet the requirements in the 
ordinary criminal case, and an oath 
made by the convicted person that he 
has no more than $20 will stand in- 
stead of the fine; but these two prison- 
ers may never attempt to escape by 
the method. Should they decide to 
make such oath, they will probably be 
put to a hard task when it comes to 
getting such affidavits into the courts 
in satisfaction, of the heavy fines im- 
posed.

Besides planning for the reduction of 
the cotton atreage, the convention is 
considering steps to make practicable. 
the holding of cotton by those who are 
not in shape financially to wait months 
for their money. 

JNumerous sugges‘ions have been made 
along this line. One which has been 
discussed at some length has warehouse 
certificates for stored cotton as the 
basis of a bond issue. These bonds will 
be sold to those members of the union 
who had the ready money to spare. A 
fair rate of interest would be fixed, the 
bonds to. mature in twelve months. 

While the members of the union 
would be first urged to take these bonds, 
they would also be offered to such 
banks as might desire them. In all 
,; cases the interest would make them an 

adntirable investment. 
' The effect would be to band al) the 
sections more closely together, by the 
forming practically of a big company 
with all members vitally interested in 
the price of cotton. 

Another proposition being discussed is 
the forming of a regular stock com- 
pany, and to issue stock with seed cot- 
ton as the basis.

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Philadelphia, Pa., January 7.—Mem- 
bers of the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
were stirred today by the refusal of the 
Rev. D. A. McDermott, rector of _ St. 
Mary’s Roman Catholic church, to permit 
funeral services to be held in his church 
over the remains of John Daly. a parish- 
ioner, because a Hibernian lodge had 
invited to attend the obsequies. 
The funeral was to have been held yes- 
terday, but had to be postponed. Father 
McDermott said he would permit the 
funeral to take place from St. Mary's 
only on eondition that the. invitation to 
the Hibernians be revoked. The widow 
of Daly agreed, and in the funeral no- 
tice printed today it was stated that 
“the invitation to the Ancient Ofder of 
Hibérnians to attend the funeral is 
hereby revoked.’ The funeral was held 
from the church today without the pres- 
ence of the Hivernnians. Father Mc- 
Dermott, in explanation of his opposi- 
tion to the society, said: 

“My absolute opposition to the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians is based on my 
knowledge and the facts in my posses- 
sion about the Molly Maguirism, which 
I got directly from the condemned Molly 
Maguires themselves. No power on 
earth will ever make me recede one 
inch from my stand against the Hiber- 
nians. I have given my testimony 
against them, and what J] said was 
true, and is true, and I cannot com- 
promise on it.’’ 


Does Not Need Recorders 


Albany, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)—One 
of the most significant incidents going 
to show tthe effect of the prohtbition re- 
gime on public morals in Albany was 
the cutting out of his annual report by 
Retiring Mayor C. W. Rawson, read last 
night at the last meeting of the council 
of 1907, of a recommedation relative to 
the need of a city recorder.
